Using Masks 
Helps to Rid 


Face of Tan

GLANCE at our calendar 
reminds us that it is nearly 
time to turn over another leaf. 
Long. lazy days are behind us.

Once you are

sun Nature will clear up the 
faded tan by her own process of 
growth and renewal, the slough- 
ing off of the thickened cells of 
the outer skin and the formation 
of a new skin, that is soft and 
clear. Of course, this takes time 
but you can speed up the proc- 
ess by softening and stimulating 
skin treatments and by the use 
of a mild bleach. 

Masks are the quickest of 
these stimulating treatments. 
The modern mask preparations 
are not the over-drying mud- 
pack variety, but fluffy creams 
that sometimes look good enough 
to eat. They are gently stimu- 
lating and will clear the skin 
and remove the roughened, dead 
cells on the surface. Most of 
them are also gently bleaching 
and slightly astringent. 

As soon as you have settled 
into your fall routine, begin us- 
ing the masks twice a week and 
as your skin improves use less 
frequently. You will be so pleased 
with them, however, that you 
will want to keep one on your 
dressing table whenever you 
want to look especially fresh for 
a party or other engagement. 

Cleanse your skin thoroughly 
before using. This is one time 
when it is best to use your soap 
and water cleansing first, rinse 
and then use cleansing cream. 
Wipe away as much of the 
cream as you can and then 
smooth the mask or “pick-up” 
preparation over your skin and 
neck. After a while —the time 
should be determined by the di- 
rections on the jar—remove the 
mask with tepid water or with 
more cleansing cream, 

Although these preparations 
usually have a creamy base to 
prevent their being too drying. 
it is wise to use a good cream or 
oil afterward unless your skin is 
already extremely oily. Wipe off 
the excess cream after five or 
ten minutes and pat with a skin 
freshener or tonic.

QUESTION: “I have had a 
terrible case of acne for about 
three years and I have about 
given up hope for a cure.

A physician friend tells me that 
salt solutions used both locally 
and injected into the blood will 
sometimes clear up acne cases of 
Jong standing. It seems that 
ability of the skin to resist in- 
fection is largely dependent on 
the amount of salt in the blood. 
When there is insufficient salt, 
the blood sugar increases and 
skin infection may result. This, 
of course, must be determined 
and treated only by a reputale 
doctor. 

You can, however, try using 
the salt locally. After cleansing 
your skin thoroughly and open- 
ing any pimples and extracting 
the contents, cover the infected 
area with a mask of gauze that 
has been soaked in a strong salt 
solution. Redip several times to 
keep the mask hot. You can also 
apply damp salt directly to the 
open wounds. Salt baths will 
also improve your body tone.
